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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of the first embodiment (Figures 1-4) in Paper 
received 10/23/03 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the following must be shown and 
clearly identified by reference numerals or the feature(s) canceled from the claims 1-25. No 
new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

• The side wall with its inner and outer surface and sidewalls. 

• The latching member and the clamping member urged towards each other and 
against surfaces of the sidewalls. 

• The sidewall clamped between the latching member 13 and clamping member 12. 

• A released position. 

• Top edge of the raceway. 

• An enlarged void and lip. 

• Spaced-apart points along the length of the raceway. 
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3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show the 
followings as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 
608.02(d). A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

• Bracket assembly 1 1 to include a pair of clamping members 12 (see details in 
Figure 9). Figures show the clamping member 12 separate from the assembly 11. 
Furthermore, the assembly 1 1 as shown indicates a single piece rather than an 
assembly. 

• The sidewall pinched between the latching members 13 and clamping members 12. 
Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title Is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mal<ing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth 
the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
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The drawings and the specification do not provide sufficient information to show how 
a sidewail Is pinched between the clamping members and the latching members. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 1-11, 20-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for falling to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

9. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the sidewalls" in line 13. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

10. Claim 20 recites the limitation "the top" and "the top edge" in lines 4-5. There is 
Insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations In the claim. 

11. All claims should be carefully reviewed for lack of antecedent basis and having 
support in the specification and clearly shown in the drawings.
